WEEKLY KEVIEW. 

In some departments there is a steady 
active demand, while in others there is 
a quiet and easier tone. ‘The snow has, 
in a measure, hindered the moving of 
goods in and about the city, but in some 
parts of the country the roads are bet- 
ter than at any time before this winter. 
In oils, linseed is in demand and higher. 
Whale and sperm oils are firm, but 
there is not much doing. Lard oil 
lower and cottonseed easier. In paints 
there is a large business doing, but no 
actual change in prices but for French 
zinc which is higher. In drugs there 
has been a good deal of activity, with 
quinine higher, shellac lower, opium 
quiet. In chemicals sodas are not so 
active, but rule very firm, with ad- 


vancing prices reported abroad. 
Cream tartar higher. In dye- 
stuffs there is not much doing. 


Bichrome easier, Prussiate is firmer. 
Our local money market has been rather 
easy, and on call loans rates have been 
3@5 per cent on Government bonds and 
-4@6 per cent on stock collaterals. 
Prime commercial paper sells freely 
at 5@5+ per cent 
Goverrament bonds have shown a 
strong and active business. The 
closing prices bid on Monday were as 
follows :

HEAVY CHEMICAL MANUFACTURF 
IN THE UNITED STATES. 

Referring to an item published in 
these columns some months ago, upon 
the oppurtunities for the manufacture 
of heavy chemicals in the United States, 
a correspondent in Northumberland, 
England, writes us as follows: 

I have been for many years connected 
with a large alkali manufactory in New 
castle, as one of the managing partners, 
and the partnership having expired 
through effluxion of time, I am looking 
out for an opening as manager of a soda 
ash, &c. plant either in England or the 
States. Do you think there is any open- 
ing in this capacity in America at 
present? I may mention that lam 36 
years old, I have been engaged in manu- 
facturing since the age of 17, and that I 
speak both French and German, but 
especially French. I understand that a 
considerable quantity of soda ash is con- 
verted into crystals, bicarb soda and 
alkali in America, the ash being import- 
ed from England for the purpose. Any 
information that you could give me as 
to the probable cost of fitting up a small 
works of this description, capital re- 
quired, wages, &c., &c., Would, I need 
not say, be most thankfully received. I 
venture to write this to you, sir, feeling 
assured that some one may be able to 
give me the desired information through 
the agency of your journal or privately, 
even if you cannot do so yourself. 

We regret that we cannot give oar 
correspondent as full a reply to his 
query as we should gladly, were the in- 
formation obtainable. Those who have 
had experience in the manufacture of 
chemicals in this country and are 
familiar with the items of cost, labor, 
&c.are unwilling to communicate the 
result of their experience in detail, 
though were our correspondent to 
prosecute his investigations in person 
with the view of entering upon the 
alkali manufacture here, he would find 
little difficulty in obtaining so much in- 
formation as might be necessary for him 
to have. The manufacture of soda ash 
has been carried on in this country on a 
moderate scale, but has been abandoned 
on the seaboard as unprofitable. At a 
time when labor and coal, the chief 
items in the cost of heavy chemicals, 
were at the lowest point of the past few 
years, it cost about three cents per 
pound to make soda ash here. At this 
rate the domestic manufacture could 
not be maintained in competition with 
foreign. There is now a works in 
operation at Saginaw, where materials 
are more economically located than they 
are here. The most eligible site for the 
manufacture of heavy chemicals, so far 
as we can learn, is in the Kanawha 
region of West Virginia, where,as noted 
in the item which first attracted our 
correspondents attention, there ar- 
abundant crude materials eligibly loe 
cated, and the contignous markets, Pitts. 
burgh and Cincinnati, afforda constant 
outlet for the product. An experienced 
manufacturer here, assures us that were 
he to think of going into the production 
of heavy chemicals he should thoroughly 
explore the Kanawha region, with every 
prospect, he believes, from the know- 
ledge he has of the subject, of finding it 
an inviting location for a heavy chemical 
works. The manufacture of caustic 
could certainly be carried on profitably, 
and there is reason to believe that ash 
could also be produced in competition 
with foreign makers. To undertake 
this industry at any point where 
materials had to be brought from a 
distance would be unpromising. The 
manufacture of bicarb soda is already 
largely carried on here and might be 
extended by a person familiar with it, 
and possessing the requisite capital. We 
should be inclined, from what we learn, 
however, to regard the opening for a 
heavy chemical works as rather favor- 


able for a person with knowledge and 
capital, but as to the quantity of either 
required, our correspondent is quite as 
capable of judging as we are.

SAFETY TESTS IN PETROLEUM. 

A billis pending in the Wisconsin 
legislature raising the legal test for 
refined petroleum, from 110 to 15" 
degrees. This meets strenuous op- 
position from some of the Western oi? 
houses, who charge that it is but a 
pretext of the Standard Oil Co. which 
controls most of the Western trade in 
retined petroleum. to raise the price 
five cents per gallon. The cost of 
making the high test oil, they allege, 
is but a trifle greater than that of 
pro‘lucing ordinary 110 degree oil, but 
the difference in quality will, they 
claim, be made an excuse on the part 
of the “oil ring” for advancing their 
price. Their anxiety to have the new 
test adapted is accepted as springing 
from such selfish motives, the belief 
being entirely untenable that they 
should have any consideration for the 
safety of life or property. To show 
the attitude of the Standard people 
towards this qu stion, the Milwaukee 
Sentinel of recent date publishes a let- 
ter which refers to the subject in this 
way: 


The public are aware that much of 


the kerosene oil supplied in \ isconsin 
the past fall and winter has veen of 
unusually poor burning quality. As 
it has mostly been supplied by one 
combination of refiners at Cleveland, 
and in view of the fact that no unus 

ual trouble ha3 been experienced with 
the quality of oil shipped by the same 
parties to other parts of the country, 
does it not look as though Wisconsin 
had been furnished poor oil purposely 
to create a public desire for a better 
article and favor for any so-cxlled 
legislative relief? But dealers and 
ecnsumers know that the high test 
oils during same period have been of 
as poor qnality as the 110 degrees test. 
It also appear: that full as many acci- 
dents with oil happen in states having 
high test laws, as have been occurring 
in Wisconsin and other States usivg 
110 degrees oil. Michigan has been 
burdened for years with a high test 
law costing her people thousands of 
dollars more than 110 degrees oil 
would have done, and yet it is a nota- 
ble fact that they have had poorer 
burning oil. wth full as many acci- 
dents as any other section. Nearly all 
so-call-d accidents and explosions are 
as directly attributable to gross care- 
lessness as are accidents wit': gunpow- 
der or. firearms. Real explosions of 
kerosene oil of any test are rare. 
Nearly all accidents result from gross 
carelessness iu using it to kindle fires, 
breaking and knocki.g over lamps, 
etc.. and precisely the same results 
will follow from the same cause with 
150 degrees or even higher test oil 

The danger consists in spilling the oil. 
when flame rapidly spreads over the 
saturated surface. If glass lamps were 
abolished and metal lamps substituted 
that are not easily broken, much 
greater good would be accowplished 
than entorcing high test avd high 
priced oil upon the people. ‘The mat- 
ter of price is the great object in view 
by the oil refiaers. It costs thew but 
a trifle more to make bigh test oil than 
110 test, which at present rates they 
weuld realize from $175 to $5 75 per 
barrel more for the high test. ‘l his 
will be sufficient motive for the "Vil 
hivg”’ to sprnd money freely to lopby 
this bill through. 


Whatever ulterior motive the mem- 
bers of the ring may have for advo- 
cating the bill, we donot know. We 
are prepared to believe that they 
would gladly secure its passage if it 
would afford them any pecuniary 
benefit,and that they would be equal’y 
desirous of defeating it were their in- 
terests to be subserved thereby. but 
the objects of the bill we are free to 
approve. We have always contended 
that 110 deg. oil was not absolutely 
safe, nor as safe. by far as 159 deg 
oil. Wih care in handling, and the 
use of properly constructed lamps 
\'0deg oil may be used without dis- 
astrous results. Put whatever neces- 
sity there may be for legislation is 
chiefly for the prot: ction of the ignor- 
ant aud careless, and this, to be ef- 
fective, must be so stringent as 
to absolutely prohibit them from 
trifling with materials which, however 
safe they might be in other hands,

deg., will give off explosive vapors in 
a close cup. or a lamp, at 75 or S0 deg., 
a temperatuae which is frequently 
reached in Jamps in ordinary living 
rooms. Above all things we should 
be glad to see a national stand«r.! test 
of 110 or 115 degrees in aclcsed cup. 
Disasters might easily result from the 
use of this oil, but they could on'y oe- 
cur from the grossest carelessness and 
could not be regarded as in any sense 
accidental. Such a standard would, 
however, secure complete immunity 
against the numerous accidents which 
occur from lamp explosions, due to 
the generation at acomparatively low 
temperature of inflammab’e gases, 
and to whatever extent prctection 
against these disasters can be secured 
we think it desirable that it should be.

SOME POINTS ON FLUID EX. 

TRACTS. 

Improvements are continually being 
made in the process of manufacturing 
all pharmaceutical preparations, but in 
noone is this advancement more 
marked or more important than in the 
manufacture of Fluid Extracts. Not 
many years ago the makers followed a 
general formula without special refer- 
ence to the nature of the drug, with 
very few exceptions. Now each drug 
is made the subject of separate study, 
and experience has shown the wisdom 
of suiting the process to the drug and 
not vice versa. Considerable time and 
troubie has been saved the retail drug- 
gist and pharmacist by this change for 
the better. Formerly they made their 
own fluid extracts and tinctures toa 
considerable extent by the officinal pro- 
cess as directed in the U.S. P., but in 
such small quantities as to make them 
too expensive. Now they can pur- 
chase a fluid extract of almost any drug 
upon which they can rely, and the, pre- 
paration of an ordinary tincture is a 
matter of a few minutes work. Asa 
fluid extract, with but few exceptions, 
represents the drug, ounce for ounce 
all that is necessary is to mix the re- 
quisite number of ounces with the spec- 
ified amount of menstruum. If the men. 
struum contains the proper percentage 
of alcohol, filtration is unnecessary, 
This fact makes them especially con- 
venient when a call is made for some 
tincture thatis not usually kept in 
stock, as_is the case with those not fre- 
quently prescribed; then by keeping a 
full line of fluid extracts in small quan- 
tities, the expense will not be great and 
unnecessary delays will.be prevented. 

It must not be inferred that we advo- 
cate a promiscuous use of fluid extracts 
in making tinctures, syrups, &c. There 
are cas: 8 in which it is not advisable to 
make much use of them, It isof the 
utmost importance that every pharma- 
cist should be sure that the article he 
purchases is a reliable preparation. In 
some cases the name of the manufactu- 
rer is sufficient guarantee that the goods 
are full strength and trustworthy. An 
immense quantity of almost worthless 
stuff labeled fluid extract, when in real- 
ity itis onlya poor tincture, is con- 
stantly thrust on the market and by 
means of colors and flavors, made to 
appear as a respectable article. This is 
frequently done by unprincipled parties 
who know better, and sometimes the 
poor quality of the goods is due to igno. 
rance on the part of the manufacturer. 
In the first place it should be counted 
as criminal, to adulterate medicines on 
the proper strength of which the life of 
more than one patient maydepend. In 
the second, the casiest way of prevent. 
ing serious mistakes is to require those 
engaged in the manufacture of officinal 
preparations to pass Jan examination 





similar to that required of the retail - 


druggist, before the proper pharmaceu- 
tical authorities. At present any one 
who knows a little smattering of practi. 
cal pharmacy and who can raise a small 
capital is at liberty to start in the man- 
ufacture of fluid extracts or other phar- 
maceutical preparations, regardless of 
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the fact that the slightest mistake aris- 
ing from ignorance may be attended 
with the gravest consequences. As it 
is not always easy for the purchaser to 
detect a fraud in a preparation of this 
kind, there is the more reason for pre- 
cautionary measures to be taken. 

Some of the fluid extracts that are fre- 
quently adulterated are those that, on 
account of their importance are the 
most extensively used, such as_ buchu, 
ergot, dandelion, valerian, sarsaparilla, 
&c. A thorough practical knowledge 
of the drugs employed as well as the 
process of their manufacture, will gen- 
erally enable the retail man_ to detect 
the usual adulterations. Some jof these 
spurious articles, however,are so clever- 
ly gotten up that no one can detect any 
deleterious substances, without the aid 
of an exhaustive chemical analysis. 
This is not always possible or within the 
means of the average pharmacist, so 
that until the proper authorities take 
the necessary steps to protect them, we 
would caution them to buy only from 
parties that are known to be altogether 
reliable.

TESTING THE COVERING CAPACITY 
OF WHITE PAINTS. 


The several methods prescribed by 
different authorities for testing the 
value of paints, vary so much in char- 
acter, and in many essential respects are 
so contradictory as to leave the novice 
very muchin doubt as to which is the 
correct form for him to follow. At the 
first glance it would seem entirely rea- 
sonable to measure the value of a paint 
by its covering capacity, that is the 
amount of surface which a given 
quantity of paint will perfectly cover. 
It is not safe to base the value simply 
upon the amount of surface over which 
a given quantity of pigment mixed to 
the proper ccnsistency will give one coat 
—that would bea test of its spreading 
capacity, but no test of covering powers. 
Butit is the surface perfectly covered 
which must be the first measure of value, 
and the amount of labor required to 
effect this covering is the second element 
which must be considered. Indeed when 
good materials and skilled workmen are 
employed the labor is the principle item 
of cost in painting, and must, therefore, 
be considered in all estimates of the 
value of a paint to the consumer. Prof. 
Chandler, some years ago published a 
test, in which ne gave as a “‘ very simple 
test for determining the comparative 
value of any white paint ground in oil,”’ 
the weighing out of, say 100 grains of 
each paint to be compared, adding three 
drops of linseed oil to each, and then 
spreading the samples with a steel 
spatula on sheets of glass, 6 by 12 inches, 
as nearly as possible in the same man- 
ner. Hold the samples | etween yourself 
and the light and the sample which 
obscures the light the most ‘‘must have 
the greatest body or covering capacity.” 
When this test is applied todry white 
lead or zinc, 18 or 20 grains of linseed 
oil should be added and 100 grains of 
paint, instead of three drops recom. 
mended for paints ground in oil. 

To this test, and the conclusions 
which Prof. Chandler draws from it, 
some practical paint manufacturers take 
exception. Ihey assert that the result 
of this method of testing would mislead 
as to the real value of a paint for cover. 
ing wood, and maintain, in the first 
place, that the samples to be tested 
should be first thinned to a proper 
consistency to apply with a brush, 
and then equal quantities of each, 
by balk, and not by weight, sbould 
be taken and then shouldbe applied in 
the same way that paint is ordivarily 
applied and not with a spatula, Their 
reasons, for this are that owing to the 
greater density of lead, a given weight 
will make a much smaller quantity of 
paint than the same weight of zine or 
any other white pigment. Now apply- 
ing these two differing quantities to the 
same extent of surface with a spatula, 
would undoubtedly sbowa greater e- 
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gree of opacity in the least dense paint, 
because there is more of it on the same 
surface. But as the element of labor is 
an important consideration, it must be 
ascertained how much labor is required 
toapply theadditional quantity. Taking 
this into account and the opponents of 
Prof. Chandler’s test demonstrate by 
figures that the paint, a given weight 
of which will give one coat to the great- 
est surface, is really the dearest paint. 
In other words the densest white paint 
is the cheapest, because it will cover the 
best with the least labor.Of course there 
is nothing in this test affecting the 
wearing value of a paint. The durability 
and usefulness of the several pigments 
are questions the answer to which de- 
pends very much upon the conditions 
and circumstances attending their use. 
The tests recommended for colors differ 
essentially from those suggested for 
white paints, for reasons which might 
afford a good argument to the adherents 
of Prof. Chandler’s tests, but to which 
we need not allude at this time.

FANCY ADVERTISING. 

It is unfortunate that many of the 
manufacturers who employ private ad- 
vertising schemes for pushing the sale of 
their goods, should forget that the mer- 
chants or consumers to whvm they ap- 
peal for custom, are possessed of intelli- 
gence and common sense. We regard 
this oversight as a misfortune, because 
the form of advertising alluded to might 
be made the vehicle for much useful 
information which every recipient 
would preserve and study. At the be- 
ginning of every year we are favored 
with a large number of calendars and 
pamphlets of various sorts issued as 
private advertisements. Attempts to 
depart from the ordinary form of com- 
mercial literature has led manufactu 
rers into issuing a mass of “silly-billy- 
ism,’’ the very offering of whichis an 
insult to the intelligence of a customer. 
Many, inde:d we are glad to believe a 
majority, of the catalogues, calendars 
and advertising pamphlets we receive 
are such as may reasonably be issued for 
the purpose of individual advertisement, 
and some of them are useful additions 
toafactory or counting room. Nota 
few possess real artistic merit and so 
canstitute a business card worth pre- 
serving, and in several instances a de- 
gree of refined humor has been intro- 
duced into these publications which 
does not seem out of place in a mercan- 
tile announcement. Most of the efforts 
at humorous advertisements that have 
come wiihin our notice, however, have 
coupled the literary merit of a school- 
girl’s composition, with the humorous 
sense of a buffvon, and the combination 
doesnot form a creditable vehicle for 
carrying before intended customers the 
merits of a mercantile ‘house or its 
wares. Thousands of dollars are annu- 
ally wasted by some of our larger man- 
ufacturing concerns, though the silly 
conceits cf people who are entirely un- 
familiar with the mercantile and indus- 
trial classes, and apparently regard 
them as composed largely of persons 
whose minds border upon idiocy. Judi 
ciously expended a much _ small- 
er amount would issue alto. 
gether more _ useful advertise- 
ments. We regard no class of 
advertising so useful and profitable as 
that done through the columns of repu- 
table newspapers, though there is fre- 
quent necessity for issuing private cat- 
alogues and pamphlets in some branches 
of trade, and in these it seems entirely 
ill-advised to depart from the plain 
style of commercial literature, If it is 
desired to go still further and to issue 
illuminated business cards and pamph 
lets, if they cannot bear some sensible 
reference to the particular gocds they 
are intended to represent, they can at 
least be of a character not absolutely 
offensive to any man possessing enough 
intelligence to make him desirable as a 
customer, 
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LEVYING DUTY UPON ARCHILL 
EXTRACT, 

Trouble has again arisen over the 
importation of archill extract through 
the recent rejection by the Appraiser. 
of a dozen or more entries of this 
dyestuff. Asan extract from the or- 
chilla weed this commodity is ad- 
mitted duty free, and was never the 
subject of any controversy until a few 
years ago. At that time a highly re- 
spectable house here whieh held the 
agency of a prominent English manu- 
facturer of archill extract, found _ it- 
self, from some cause, at a great dis- 
advantage with some of its competi- 
tors, and submitted the case to its 
principals on th»? other side with nu- 
merous samples of the competing 
brands. There it was found that the 
latter, instead of being of purely veg- 
etable origin, were the products of 
coal tar. and possessed of far greater 
strength than the pure archill ex- 
tracts, of which they besame the 
rivals. The true character of the 
goods having veen brought before the 
Customs authorities, the coal tar pro- 
ducts were classified as anilines and 
made dutiable as such, which effec- 
tually blocked out their importation 
Since then there has been no trouble 
with the imports of this article until 
within the past month when an gnaly- 
sis of some importations was made by 
a chemist who reported that the 
orcin contained in the samples 
was from toluine, a product of 
coal tar, instead of orcin from orchilla 
weed. It is stated that he reported the 
orcio in either case to be chemically 
identical, a fact which would tend to 
throw some doubts upon the compe- 
tency of a chemical aualysis to detect 
the real base of the mat-rrial. When 
the subject was before the Customs 
experts some years ago, avery simple 
test was suggested by a manufacturer 
abroad, which readily distinguished 
the vegetable extract from the coal 
tar color. Wedo not know whether 
this test has been applied in the pres- 
ent case or not, but weshould imagine 
that it-might be more efficacious than 
achemical ana'ysi3,in view of the 
report made by the chemist employed 
by the Custom House upon the recent 
examination It is now necessary for 
the agects here to await proof from 
the manufacturers,of the true charac- 
ter: f their gceods, in orderto have 
them restored to the free list. In the 
meantime a!l importations will prob- 
ably be subjected to chemical analysis 
and those which show any consider- 
able strength will be classified as coal 
tar products. Thus far we kave 
heard of but one sample which has 
been passed as trug archill, and that 
was stated by the chemist to bave 
been so weak asto hardly be worth 
the importation ‘The lots passed as 
pure coal tar have been made to pay 
<0 per cent duty es manufactured 
articles not otherwise specified. This 
would appear to be an improper 
classification, since, if the goods are 
dutiable at all, it would seem that 
they might properly be classified as 
aniline colors. The action of the 
appraiser, while eminently proper, if 
the goods are not true extract of 
archill, is causing a great deal of 
annoyance, and should not be taken 
without the warrant of most careful 
investigation.

PLATE GLASS STATISTICS AND THE 
TARIFF. 

The American Manufacturer, a Pitts- 
burg newspaper of strong protective ten- 
dencies, publishes the following, which is 
remarkable for the inaccuracy of its state- 
ments: 


“The manufacture of plate glass in the 
United States is yet an experiment, so far 
as the financial results of the business are 
concerned. ‘The pioneer manufactory in 
this line of productive industry is located 
at New Albany, and is an immense estab- 
lishment, covering about twenty acres of 
ground and employing $1,100,000 capital. 
These works are known*as ‘the De Pauw 
American Plate Glass Works.’ Added to 
them at present are the Louisville Plate 
Glass Works, owned by Mr. W. C. De 
Pauw, and in which a capital of $750,000 
has been invested. And this to the capital 
of the works at New Albany, and it will 
give an aggregate of $1,850,000 capital in- 
vested in the manufacture of plate glass by 
one New Albany capitalist. At the New 
Albany works $250,000 are spent annually 
for raw material, $40,000 for wages, and 
$15,000 tor other factory expenses. Seven 
large steam engines are used of 2000 horse 
power, and 1000 men, women and boys are 
employed. The Ford Plate Glass Works 
at Jeffersonville empluy a capital of $600,- 
000, and the expenditures of raw material, 
wages and other expenses, as well as the 
number of employees, correspond with 
this large capital. The Crystal City Plate 
Works at Crystal City, near St. Louis, em- 
ploy a capital of about $750,000, and are 
on a scale of equal magnitude ingraw ma- 
terial, wages and employees. 

“These are the only plate glass man- 
ufactories in America. Since their estab- 
lishment they have had to contend against 
a combination of all the plate glass manu- 
factories of Europe; and no occasion has 
been omitted by this foreign combination 
to crush out this great industry on the 
American continent. Efforts have been 
made by the combination to purchase the 
American factories that they might be torn 
down, so that the plate glass monopoly 
might remain in the hands of the English, 
French, Belgian and German manutactur- 
ers. These faising, Congress has been be- 
seiged at every session of late years, for a 
repeal of all tariff protection to the Ameri- 
can manufacturers, these foreign monopo- 
lists well knowing that the American facto- 
ries can only compete with the Europeans 
by the incidental protection the present 
tariff affords.” 

It has much more to say in the same 
strain, but we have no desire to dispute its 
arguments, our only object being to con- 
trovert its misstatements, which are pretty 
well concentrated in the above paragraphs. 
As regards the magnitude of the different 
works, we may say that the figures stated 
above represent avery foolish waste of 
money on experiments which should not, 
properly, be considered in an article in- 
tended to truthfully indicate the value of 
this industry. The New Albany works 
could be duplicated to-day for less than 
half the amount they cost, and require no 
such amount as is represented by the state- 
ment of capital given above. The Lou- 
isville woiks were bought by Mr. De 
Pauw for $38,000. The Ford Plate Glass 
Works are said to have but $175,000 capi- 
tal. The Crystal City is about as stated. 
There have never been any efforts on the 
part of the foreign houses to crush out the 
domestic manufacturers by any other 
means than legitimate competition, so 
far as we can learn, and the idea 
that a combination has ever been 
formed for the purchase and des- 
truction of the American factories 
is too ridiculous for consideration. We be- 
lieve some of the American manufacturers 
did once suggest that the foreign manufac- 
turers should buy them out, but the pro- 


position was not entertained. It is asserted 
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that no money has ever been spent by im- 
porters to secure a reduction of the duty, 
and no such reduction is contemplated, 


though importers would, of course, 
be glad to see it made. The 
duty is now equal to about 125 per 


cent, added to which is the cost of ocean 
freights, equal to 10 per cent, and 5 to 15 
per cent more for inland freight to the 
West. We have no desire to disparage the 
plate glass industry in the United States. 
It is one which we shall gladly see fostered 
to whatever extent its merits may fairly 
entitle it, but we doubt if its case is made 
the stronger by misrepresentations which 
must become apparent upon the first effort 
to investigate its real condition.

TRADE ITEMS. 


In the trademark suit of Henry Sawyer, 
of Boston, against James G. Horn, of Balti- 
more, tried last month before the United 
States Circuit Court at the latter city, 
Justices Bond and Morris have rendered a 
decision granting a permanent injunction 
against the defendant restraining him from 
putting up blueing in packages with blue 
labels and_red perforated tops, similar to 
Sawyer’s. ‘The text of their decision is im- 
portant. It is that whether plaintiff had a 
trademark or not he was the first to put up 
blueing for sale in the manner claimed by 
him, and as the goods have become known 
and are bought as his goods because of 
their peculiar shape, color and label, no 
person has the right to use his form of 
package, the color, label, or any imitation 
thereof, in such manner as to mislead pur- 
chasers into buying the goods for those of 
the complainant. As the defendants goods 
have actually misled purcasers, to the in- 
jury of the defendant, the injunction is 
granted, ard defendant is directed to ac- 
count for damages. 

The Three Rivers, Mich., News, says 
that the peppermint crop iu its county for 
next year looks to be anything but promis- 
ing. A grower brought to Three Rivers 
last week a large bunch of new roots which 
are dead beyond resurrectien. He says 
that a large proportion of his new roots are 
in the same condition. ‘If this be general 
throughout this county,” it thinks, *‘a boom 
in the price of the sweet perfume may be 
expected the coming season, because this 
county contributes largely to supply the 
markets of the world with this essential 
oil.”

DYES FROM SALICYLIC ACID 


This invention relates to a coloring- 
matter called “‘salicylidine,” and which 
is obtained by the reaction of diazo- 
benzole nitrate on salicylic acid In 
carrying ont this invention ten ounces 
of salicylic acid are dissolved in about 
one hundred ounces of alcohol, one 
ounce of diaz» benzole nitrate is dis- 
solved in about one husdred ounces 
of water, and these solutions are pour- 
ed together. As soon as the solution 
of diazo-benz»!e nitrate is added to 
the solution of salicylic acid the mix- 
ture turns ruby-red, and after a short 
time a large number of bark brown 
crystals make their appearance. ‘These 
crystals are col'ected on a filter and 
dried, and, if desired, they may be 


purified by recrystallization. They 
form my new coloring-matter. This 
coloring matter dissolves readily in 


alcohol, but is ovuly spariugly soluble 
in water; but by converting it intoa 
soda-sa't or sulpho-salc it becomes 
soluble in water.

IMPROVEMENT IN COLORS FROM 
PICRIC ACID. 


This improvement relates te a yel- 


low oradge coluriog matter produced 
by the reaction of diazo-benzole ni- 
trate on picric acid. In carrying out 
the iuvention dissolve picric acid in 
alcohol, and then add toit an agueous 
solution of diazo-benzole nitrate, For 
the alcoholic solution of picric acid 
the inventor uses ten ounces of picric 
acid and one hundred ounces of alco- 
hol. and for the aqueous solution of 
diazo-benzole nitrate oue ounce of 
di zo benzvle nitrate and one hundred 
ounces of water. In a few seconds the 
contents of the vessel become nearly 
one solid mass of long brown crystals. 
These must be rapidly collected on a 
filter, since they are decompased by a 
short contact with the mother liquor. 
he mother liquor is evaporated by 
balf its bulk, and let stand for about 
ten hours At the end of that time 
the whole mass ha; assumed the form 
of dark orange crystals, which are 
dried between the filter papers and 
pur.fied by recrystallizationr These 
dark orange crystals constitute the 
new coloring matter, which aie termed 
“picridiue.’’ It dissolves readily in 
alcohol and ether, also in dilute hy- 
drochloric acid, but is nearly insolu- 
ble in water; but by transforming it 
into a soda salt, it is reudered soluble 
iu water. It dyes silk of an orange 
yellow color without mordante. Wool 
is dyed a light yellow when mordant- 
ed with tannic acid. 
IMPROVEMENT IN PETROLEUM DI8< 
TILLING APPARATUS, 
Into a primary reservoir or still 


constructed of boiler iron or other 
material adapted to withstand a con: 
siderable degree of pressure or ex- 
posure. The substance to be refined 
is first placed and the reservoir then 
tightly closed. Into this reservoir 
one or more steam pipes enter and are 
extended at or near the bottom, and 
suitably perforated to admit of the 
escape of steam into the contents 
thereof. and it is by the action of this 
steam that distillation is effected. A 
pipe leads from the reservoir to the 
primary condenser, which is filled with 
water or any suitable cooling medium. 
The pipe as it enters the primary con- 
denser is divided into a number of 
smaller pipes; or, instead of this, it 
may bein any suitable manner formed 
into a worm or the like, so that the 
vapor shall be sufficiently exposed to 
the action of the cooling medium, Be- 
yond the condenser the pipe proceeds 
to connect with the secondary still, 
and at any suitable point between the 
condenser and still the pipe may be 
provided with an inspection-window 
through which may be seen the 
amount of liquid passing though the 
pipe. he secondary still, like the 
primary still, is a closed chamber, into 
which also pass suitable steam pipes 
for heating its contents in a similar 
manner to that already described for 
the primary still. Each still is pro- 
vided with acatch-basin, for collecting 
the water that may be found in the 
petroleum cr that resulting from con- 
den-ation of the steam. This water, 
falling to the bottom, is collected in 
the basin, and from this led, away 
by any suitable pipe arrangement. 
Condensed matter formed in the sec- 
ondary still is returned to the primary 
still for redistillation by a pipe. The 
vapors arising from the distiilation in 
the chamber are passed through a 
number of pipes, which are made to 
pass in a tortuous or serpentine man- 
ner through a sufficient amount of 
water or other cooling medium con- 
tained in a tank, which may be termed 
the ‘“‘secondary condenser.” ‘The in- 
ventor does not limit himself to any 
specified number of stills or accom- 
panying condensers, as this number 
will be determined entirely by the 
degree of refinement to be reached, 
or by the desired distillates sought. 
The distil'ates of higher gravity will 
come off first, and it will thus be ob- 
vious that cto obtain products of 
different grades au appropriate con- 
struction of apparatus will be 
required containing a geater or 
less number of stills and con- 
densers, as may be necessary. The 
use of this invention is not limited to 
the refinement of petroleum and the 
seprration from it of its distillates, ix- 
aswuch as naphtha may be placed in 
the primary still, and by the process 
before specified its lighter distillates 
may be separated and collected in the 
same wWanuer as already described, 
Inst ad of injecting steam through the 
pipe hot air may be forced into the 
still: or the pipes, if desired may be 
altogether omitted. and the contents 
of the still heated by any suitable ex- 
ternal app iauces.

Progress of Industrial Chemistry 
BY J. W. MALLET IN SCI. AMER. 
[Continued from Page 138.] 

The least satisfactory feature of the 
great manufacture in question is per- 
haps the amount of niter still con- 
sumed, although this has been much 
reduced since the days that preceded 
Gay lLussac’s improvements. ‘Ihe 
chief causes of the loss experienced 
are doubtless, 

1, Gaseous compounds of nitrogen 
escaping at the final outlet or chim- 
ney, where theoretically, nothing but 
atmospheric nitrogen tn the free state 
should find exit, and this in spite of 
the use of a Gay Lussac’s absorbing 
tower. 

2 Nitrous compounds carried off in 
solution in the liquid acid made, this 
form of loss probably leading also to 
increased rate of destruction of the 
platinum stills for concentration the 
metal of which is now known to be 
slowly but surely disso ved, apparently 
even by pure sulphuric acid. 

8 Reduction of the other oxides or 
acids of nitrogen to the monoxide or 
even to elementary nitrogen, both in- 
cabable of performing the function of 
again taking up oxygen from the air. 
Such reduction, favored by too high a 
temperature, but liable to occur under 
conditions not yet it would seem, fully 
understood, may take place in the 
leaden chambers, in the de-nitrating 
tower, or in the connecting flues back 
to the niter pots. 

From the careful investigation of 
this question of niter consumption, 
immediately,practical results. in the 
shape of reduved cost of acid produc- 
tion may be looked for. We are still 
far from able to make oxygen on a 
sufficiently great scale, and ata low 
enough price, to admit of the pure gas 
being substituted fur common air ia 
the chambers, which might in that 
case be made closed, but it may be 
well to avoid laying aside this sugges- 
tion, long ago made, as involving a 


permanently impracticable idea. 

For the concentration of the acid to 
full strength, although glass vessels 
are not out of use, those of platinum 
are of most importance, and in the 
form and arrangement of the latter 
sundry improvements have been de- 
vised, especially by the intelligent 
firm of Johnson, Matthey & Uo, of 
London. Econowy of platinum is se- 
enred to a valuable extent by the open 
pans of the precious metal, with capi 
tuls or hvods, c nnecting tubes etc, 
of lead. which have recently been in- 
troduced in improved form by Faure 
& Kessler of Clermont-Ferrand. 

In connection with the manufacture 
of su'phuric acid way be noticed with 
interest the quite recent production 
on an industrial scale and presenta- 
tion in the market of sulphur trioxide 
or so-called anhydrous sulphuric acid, 
which replaces with advautaze both 
the ordinary oil of vitriol and the 
Nordhausen or fuming acid for certain 
purposes, such as the production of 
the sulpho acid-derivatives of ben- 
zene, toluine. anthracene, etc., em- 
ployed in the manufacture of chemical 
dyestuffs. The trioxide is obtained 
by dripping common sulphuric acid 
into red hot retorts, thus breaking it 
up into water, oxygen, and sulphur 
dioxide, condensing the first of these, 
and causing the two latter to unite by 
passing them over platinized asbestcs 
or similar porous material at a proper 
temperature. Both the solid trioxide, 
retaining but traces of the acid, and 
an oily, liquid, fuming sulphuric acid, 
holding 80 or 99 per cent of trioxide. 
can now be had at very reasonable 
prices. 

Nitric Acid -—There is little to note 
with reference tothe production of 
this acid, except that sodium nitrate 
from Chilimay be said to have for 
some years past oecome the un versal- 
ly employed materi:1, «nd horizontal 
cast iron cylinders the apparatus gen- 
e ally used for the distillation. Slight 
wodifications in deta l of the condens- 
ing vessels are made from tim>to 
time 

Hydrochloric Acid.—This has long 
been essentially a secondary product 
of the alkali mauufacture as cOnduct- 
ed by the method of Leblanc, but the 
condensation of the acid has been 
much improved of late years, the 
first strong impulse in this direction 
having been given by the English 
“Alkali Act” of 1863, directed against 
the nuisance arising from destruction 
of vegeta'ion by the acid gas when al- 
lowed to escape from the soda works 
Since then increased supply of the 
liquid has conspired with increasing 
extent and va'iety of demand (or it tu 
still further improve the condensa- 
tiop, and like pains have heen be- 
stowed upon the same object in 
France and Germany Sandstone or 
stoneware vessels for the strong acid, 
and coke towers for the weaker after 
troducts, constitute the apparatus 
used. Aproblem already of mucl im- 
portance and promising te become 
more important inthe near future, 
is presented in the idea of making, by 
acheap and simple process, hydro- 
ehlori: acid (or chlorine) from the cal- 
ciumand magvesium chloides. The 
former of these iseven now turned 
out as a waste product of several 
chemical industries on a very lurge 
scale, and from the extension of the 
process and other 
sources vast additional quantities 
may hereafter be looked for. The 
latter —magnesium chloride—is avail- 
able in large amount asa _ by-product 
of the treatment of the Stassford pot- 
ash deposits. ‘“olv.y’s recent pro- 
posal to treat these chlorides with 
silica or alumina can hardly belo ked 
upou as a satisfactory solution of the 
problem, the temperature required 
being probably too high for economi- 
cal results, and the utilization of the 


solid residues very doubtful.

Acetic Acid.—The two methods by 
which this acid is made—oxidation of 
alcohol and destructive distillation of 
woody fibre —remain without material 
change, the extent of the manufacture 
in both directions haying, however, 
grown larg*ly, mainly with the growth 
of dyeing and calico printing. The 
elaborate researches of Pasteur and 
others upon the phenomena of fer- 
mentation have had some little practi 
cal application to the work of the vin- 
egar maker in directing the artificial 
sowing of the ferment organism. and 
in regulating the conditions for rapid 
and effectual conversion of the alcohol. 
The great extension of refined proces- 
ses of organic chemistry, chiefly 
among wanufacturers of the newer 
dyes, has produced a demand in the 
geperal market for ‘‘glacial” acetic 
acid, which is now made upon a pretty 
large scale. while but a few years ago 
it belonged solely to the domain of the 
scientific and pharmaceutical labora- 
tory. 

Oxalic Acid.—Dale’s beautiful pro- 
cess for making this product from saw- 
dust by heating with an alkaline hy- 
drate has displaced all other methods. 
Founded on experiments of Guy Lus- 
sac, made half a century ago, the pro- 
cess was first given practically useful 
shape by Dale in 1856, was for a num- 
ber of years altogether an English in- 
dustry, but has of late been adopted 
also on the Continent of Europe. In 
Germany caustic potash alone is said 
to be used, but Dale’s own method of 
working with amixture of potash and 
soda (the latter by itself will not an- 
swer the purpose) seems distinctly the 
more udvantageous as allowing of the 
difficulty, soluble sodium oxalate be- 
ing in a large measure purified by 
washing before it is decomposed by 
lime. An improvement is said to have 
been effected by washing the sawdust 
beforehand with a weak alkaline solu- 
tion, thus removing incrusting matter 
and affording a nearer approach to 
pure cellulose to be fused with the 
potassium and sodium hydrates, 
Great increase of production and low- 
ering of prices have followed the suc- 
cessful working of Dale’s patent. 

ALKALIES (CARBONATES AND HY~ 

ERATES.) 

Potash.—Within the last twenty 
years the production of this alkali has 
undergone a complete revolution. 
The crude potash from leaching wood 
ashes, which formerly represented 
nearly the whole ‘of the world’s sup- 
ply, has come in much diminished 
quantity from the forests of Russia, 
Canada, and the Northern United 
States, and has almost ceased to ap- 
pear from several of the smaller re- 
gions of production—it now forms less 
than 40 per cent of the general stock 
in market. Its place has been largely 
taken by a purer carbonate made, by 
Lebane’s classical process, from the 
sulphate of the newly discovered 
Stassfurt beds, and by like material 
derived from the ashes of beet root, 
molasses, and from the wash water 
used in cleansing sheep’s wool. 

In the manufacture of the first of 
these newer products there have been 
numerous, and in large measure suc- 
cessful attempts, to prepare the sul- 
phate of potassium by crystallizing 
mixed solutions of the crude potas- 
sium chloride (carnalite) and magne- 
sium sulphate (kieserite) found to- 
gether in the great treasure house of 
saline material found overlying the 
rock salt of the Stassfurt region, but 
on the whole it seems to have proved 
more economical to act with sulphuric 
acid on potassium chloride, puritied 
by previous crystallizations and wash- - 
ings, and thus to carry on the whole 
process as in the common soda manu- 
facture. It is to this method that we 
must in all probability chiefly look to 
meet the future increase of demand 
for potash, 

The second method, calcination of 
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the residue from the stills in which 
the alcohol of beet root molasses has 
been driven off, has gained in import- 
ance of late years with the rapid in- 
crease of production of beet sugar. 
but the tendeney now is, and most 
likely in the future will be, rather in 
the opposite direction, more of the 
crude residues being directly utilized 
as manure upon the beet crop itself, 
instead of. as formerly, being worked 
up into potash for sale. ‘There have 
been one or two modifications fof the 
method of treatment introduced of 
late, as the use by Camichel and Hen 
riot of tanner’s chestnut extract in- 
stead of sulphuric acid to acidify the 
diluted molasses in preparing it for 
fermentation, thus obtaining more po- 
tassium carbonate and less sulphate 
calcination. and the system of C. Vin 
cent of submitting the evaporated 
still residue to destructive distillution 
in closed retoits, with a view to utiliz- 
ing the volatile products (ammonia, 
trimethylamine, etc.). instead of burn- 
ing off the organic matter in open 
hearths 

The third of the newer sources of 
potash the ‘ suint” left on evaporation 
of wash water from wool factories, has 
also been employed in both ways. by 
distillation in retorts, utilizing the 
gaseous products for the illumination 
of the factories (original plan of Mau- 
mene and Rogelet), and by calcination 
in the air. ‘The process seems to have 
yielded fairly profitable results, but 
has not established itself on sucha 
scale as to utilize nearly all the wash- 
ings of even the European wool man 
ufacture. Its general importanve is 
uiuch | ss than that of the preceding 
methods. 


Soda -The recent history of the 
soda manufacture invulves notice of 
improvement in the Leblanc process 
and of other methods which have been 
to some extent substituted for it. 

1, Modifications of the Leblanc Pre- 
cess.—The first step as commonly car- 
ried out, decowposition of common 
salt by eulphurie acid, has been facili- 
tated by the modern use of improved 
forms of the salt cake furnace, while 
no small success has attended the plan 
proposed by llargreaves for avoiding 
the cost of making and using sulphu- 
ric acid, by passing a gaseous mixture 
of sulphur dioxide (from pyrites burn- 
ers), steam, and air through a porous 
mass of salt heated in a special far- 
nace toa temperature a little below 
redness. ‘I'he soundness of the princi- 
ple on which this method is based was 
long ago «stablished, and of late the 
mechanical and other difficulties in 
detail of application have been so far 
overcome that salt cake is regularly 
made in this way on the large scale by 
a number of factories in Rugland. 

The second stage of the process, fu- 
sion of the sodium sulphate with coal 
and chalk, has been made to profit by 
two of the prominent features of im- 
proved furnace construction. the me- 
chanical “black ball furnace” being 
heated by gaseous fuel on the Siemens 
principle and furnished with a revolv- 
ing hearth, which enables the hand 
working of the contents to be dis- 
pensed with and excludes objection 
able admission of air 

Fuel is economized by the employ. 
ment of ‘regenerator’ chambers and 
final use of the waste heat from the 
escaping gases to evaporate soda 
liquors from previcus operations At 
this stage of the chemical treatment, 
Mactear’s simple improvement may 
be noticed, consisting in keeping 
down the quantity of chalk tothe 
strict demands of theory. and throw- 
ing into the hearth, after the reaction 
is overand just before drawing the 
charge, a small amount of quicklime, 
to be rapidly mixed with the mass by 
revolving the hearth again for a short 
time, this last addition serving the 
purpose, as an excess of calcium car- 
bonate introduced at first had for- 





merly but less advantogeously done, 
of slaking on exposure to moisture so 
as to disintegrate the lumps of black 
ball and fit them for rapid and effect- 
ual leaching. : 


There has been no recent change of 
first rate importance in the process of 
leaching, nor in the subsequent evap- 
oration of the liquors and purification 
of the alkali; but the successful utili- 
zation of the inscluble residue of the 
leaching, the ‘tank waste.” chiefly, 
as above noticed, for the recovery of 
sulphur, snd toa subordinate extent 
for the productiou of sodium thio- 
sulphate and other purposes for 
which calcium sulphide may be used, 
has at the same time reduced the cost 
of alkali manufacture, and greatly 
mitigated, if not removed, a long 
complained of source of nuisance and 
inconvenience. 


2. Substitutes for the Leblane Pro- 
cess, —Of these. in the shape of ¢xper- 
iments, and patented projects. there 
have been very many, but only two 
have established themselves in prac- 
tical form. 

The ammonia soda process, origi- 
naliy proposed some forty years «go, 
has but very lately been put into suc- 
cessful working shape by M. Solvay of 
Brussels. Starting with the same ma- 
terial as that of the Leblane process, 
namely common salt, it treats it by an 
entirely different method, consisting 
essentially in absorbing gaseous am- 
monia by strong brine, passirg in car- 
bon dioxide under a pressure of about 
two atmospheres, preventing rise of 
temperature by special covling ar- 
rangements. and so obtaining a de- 
posit of difficuitly soluble acid carbo- 
vate of sodium. This is separated, 
washed, and heated to produce the 
neutral carbonate, while the residual 
solution, holding ammonium chloride, 
is heated with lime to drive off am- 
monia as gas, Which is employed in a 
repetition of the process. The carbon 
dioxide is obtained by lime burning 
with the aid of jets of steam. The 
intrinsic value o! this method and the 
possibility of its completely replacing 
that of Leblanc have been much dis- 
cussed, ‘Ihe latter is still in use for 
the production of muck the larger 
part of the soda manufacture, while 
the newer process has proved its capa- 
bility of at least competing there- 
with in the markets of the world, and 
is being extended to new factories 
particularly in France. 

The chief advantages of the ammc- 
nia process may be briefly stated as: 

a. Great purity of product 

b. Diminished consumption of fuel. 

c. Absence of all noxious escape ol 
gases, either during the manufacture 
itself or from the waste products. 

d Reduction of loss from, at best 
imperfectly recovered, valuable mate- 
ral consumed (sulphuric acid of Le- 
blanc process.) 

e. Possibility of utilizing salt in the 
form of strong brines, without requir- 
ing boiling down to solid salt. 

‘Yhe chief drawbacks of the process 
are the following: 

a, Failure to makeithe chlorine of 
the salt avaiJable for industrial pur- 
poses, this assuming the, at present, 
useless form of calcium chloride. As 
has heen above noticed, it would be 
of itself a most important achieve- 
ment to devise a really workable 
method of makiug from this material 
hydrochloric acid. and hence chlorine 
and its various derivatives. Sucha 
method would vastly increase the 
chances of the ammonia process be- 
coming the process for the manufac- 
ture of soda. 

b. Sensible loss of ammonia —al- 
though theoretically the same am- 
monia may be used over and over in- 
defiuitely, and a'though the loss in 
practice has been much reduced, it is 
still not inconasiderable, and hence the 
process is to certain extent dependent 


upon the cost of ammonia, and the 


effect upon it of varying demand and 
supply. Improvement in this direc - 
tion is possible and much to be de- 
sired. 

ec. Imperfect conversion into car- 
bonate of the sodium chloride used. 
Quite a large part of the salt remains 
as such mixed with the calcium chlor- 
ide in the waste residual liquor. 

In any discussion of the relative 
merits +f the two systems, the cowpli- 
cated and intricate relations of the 
by-products to other branches of 
chemical! industry must not be over- 
looked. In proposing to replace a 
L.ebane factory by one working the 
ammonia-soda process, not only has 
the immediate cost of discarding old 
‘plant” and substituting for it new to 
be faced, but also the complex and 
far reaching commercial disturbance 
due to breaking up a system of com- 
bined manufacture of hydrochloric 
acid, bleaching powder, chlorate of 
potash, sulphuric acid, copper saving 
ete. 

The other partially successful sub- 
stitute for the Leblanc process name- 
ly, the production of cryolite of carbo- 
nate of soda, with a'um, copperas, 
etc , as by-products, decompo-ivg the 
eryolite in the first instance by treat- 
ment with lime at a low red heat, 
leaching the mass with water, pre cipi- 
tating the clear liquor with a stream 
of carbon dioxide, and evaporating 
the solution thus freed from aluminum 
as hydrate, has been worked for some 
yeurs at Copenhagen, in Denmark, 
and Natrona Penntylvania. It fur- 
nishes soda of excellent quality. but 
the limited supply of ecryol:te, drawn 
from a single locality on the ice-bound 
coast of Greenland, must ot itself con- 
tinue to render the method oae of 
-ubsidiary importane:; 
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A change in the alkali manufacture 
which should not be left unnoticed is 
the production no longer of all the 
soda turned out, or nearly a'l, in the 
form of carbonate, avery large amount 
of the hydrate being uow, and fora 
number of years past, also manufac- 
tured. chiefly for scvap boilers’ use. 
Instead, moreover. of rendering caus- 
tic the finished carbonate, the crude 
liquors leit after a single crystaliza- 
tion are worked up intv caustis soda, 
which thus becomes aa independent 
product of the factory.

The modus operandi is exceedingly 
simple. A correct zero must be frat 
obtained thus—one of the tubes being 
fillei with distilled water, the glass disc 
is slid on so as to exclude air bubbles, 
and screwed firmly down. It is then 
placed in position and the instrument 
brought opposite to a sodium flame; tl 6 
operation must. be conducted in a dark 
room, or a black covering cloth be used. 
The analyser is theu set so that the ar- 
rowhead on the vernier poin‘s to 0 ou 
the scale when tiie whole of the dise is 
at a maximum of obscurity, i. e., both 
halves equally obscure; it is necessary 
to take several readings of this and note 
down the results, taking the mean of the 
observations, and if, as sometimes hap- 
pens, there is any difficulty in getting 
an exact zero it is convenient to make a 
note of the error and add or substract 
this from the subsequent readings. 

If now the tube be replaced by one 
containing an optically active liquid, it 
will be found that the field is entirely 
illaminated, or that one-half is so while 
the other is obscure. The analyzer is 
then rotated until equal obscurity is re- 
gained and the number of degrees, min- 
utes or decimal parts of a degree, 
througk which it has been moved, as 
well as the direction, is noted.

THE PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TuESDAY EvVE., Feb 10, 1850. 

The lowest point touched by crude since 
our last report was $1 08 and it has fluctu- 
ated between that and $1 105g. For the 
most part, however, $109 has been 
the pivotal figure and fluctuations have 
varied a few points each side of that. 
Transactions have not been large but the 
price has been pretty well sustained as 
will be seen by the fluctuations. To-day 
the market is tame, but bids are making 
above $1 08, and sellers’ views show a little 
more buoyancy. The production keeps 
up, and although consumption has been on 
a large scale, the stock in tanks continues 
to increase, over 400,000 bbls having been 
added during January. The pipe runs 
for January were as follows:

There has, as yet, been no definite action 
taken by the railways and pipe lines rela- 
tive to transportation charges from the 
regions, but it is generally believed that 
an advance will be made on the Ist of 
March, and it is ramored that 80c will be 
the rate to New York. Whether the Stand- 
ard will be able to get its usual rebate out 
of this remains to be decided. A report has 
been current during the week that that 
corporation had made a contract with the 
Erie for its oil traffic at $1 to New York. 
This is not credited.

Refined oil strengthened up a little 
shortly after our last report, but has since 
dropped off a fraction. There were re- 
sales of prompt oil offered on Wednesday 
at 75g¢ with but few transactions, while re- 
finers were asking 734¢ for spot and 8c for 
last half February and later on. On 
Thursday there was a little more 
demand and_ refiners’ being  indif- 
ferent about operating, with limited 
offerings of re-sales buyers raised their bids 
to 77g¢ for prompt oil, and 8c for last halt 


February. At this there were some cargoes 
changed hands. There were fair 
offerings on fFridayat these figures, 
without finding buyers, and a_ bid 
of less might have obtained some 
oil. Yesterday the market was drooping 


with 77g¢ nominally quoted-for prompt, and 
734¢ would buy, and might possibly be 
shaded for small cargoes. Refiners are not 
anxious to do business at present figures, 
as they could not cover contracts with any 
margin at the present price of crude, and 
the cost of packages. Cases are quotable 
at 1144@l11¢c, and have been inquired for 
to a fair extent for the East, a consid- 
erable amount of freight room being up 
for this class of packages.

Petroleum Geologically Considered. 
Mr. Charles A. Ashburner, one of the as- 
sistant geologists of the Pennsylvania Geo- 


logical Survey, delivered two lectures be- 
fore the Franklin Institute, Philadelphia, 
on the evenings of the 8th and 15th of Jan- 
uary. The subjects considered were the 
History, Physiography, and Geology of Pe- 
troleum. A concise history of this “liquid 
mineral” was given from the time of the 
building of Babylon and Nineveh, where it 
was used to make mortar, down to the 
present day, when it may !ustly be called 
the illuminator of the past twenty years, 
Special attention was directed to the Penn- 
sylvania oil regions as being the producing 
territory of the world. Mr. Ashburner es- 
timated that Pennsylvania, from the dis- 
covery of oil by Colonel Drake. in 1859, to 
the end of 1879, has produced in the aggre- 
gate 133,262,639 barrels of crude oil, the 
sale of which has realized $340,709,672. 
The nature and characteristics of petro- 
leum, or “rock-oil,” were carefully détailed, 
and twenty-two verieties of natural oil 
from the oil regions were exhibited. In 
color they ranged from a black Iubrieating 
oil from Wirt County, West Va., to an 
almost colorless oil from Smith's Ferry, Pa. 
Sections of the oil-rocks of Canada, New 
York and Pennsylvania, and numerous 
specimens of the oil-sands, were exhibited 
and described. The differences between 
the latter were very great, and a striking 
comparison was made between the “pebble 
third oil-sand” of Venango County, and 
the fine-grained but homogeneous sand of 
the Bradford District in McKean County. 
The practical bearing of these differences 
was shown, and some of the geological 
facts mentioned may be of dollar and cents 
value to the oil operator. The theory that 
the Pennsylvania oils are derived entirely 
from the decomposition of the vegetable 
and animal life of the Devonian age, and 
that the oil-sands are but reservoirs holding 
the oil, Mr. Ashburner thinks established 
beyond a doubt by facts gathered from the 
oil miner. During the lectures, a spouting 
and flowing well were produced experi- 
mentally, by the substitution of hydrogen 
for natural gas, and water for petroleum. 
The physics of an oil-well were clearly ex- 
plained by diagrams and experiments. It 
was stated that an oil-well drilled to-day 
in the Bradford district to a depth of 1500 
feet would cost $3238. This is where all 
the 


material used is entirely new. 
Of course, many circumstances tend 
to diminish or increase this cost. 


The method of shipping oil by pipe-line 

seems destined to supersede its shipment 

by railroad. In the Bradford District the 

United Pipe-Line pumps petroleum over a 

mountain 928 feet high, bp a pump located 

in the valley. A perfect working model of 
an oil-well derrick was exhibited and set 
in motion bya miniature steam engine. 

This model was not less interesting than 
one which was shown atan oil refinery. 

During the lecture Mr. Ashburner refined 
ten ounces of petroleum, and exhibited 
nine different products of distillation, from 
& light naphtha toa black tar. In speaking 
of the accidents to be attributed to danger- 
ous ‘burning oils, it was stated that from 
1866 to 1878 30,000 lives were lost and 
$20,000,000 worth of property destroyed,

The continued activity in the market for 
paints and colors is far beyond the expec- 
tations of dealers and manufacturers, and 
the extraordinary strength of prices 1s 
something that has not been experienced 
before in years. In articles closely re- 
lated to paints there is a greater activity 
than has been known for a long time, for 
so early in the season, and industries that 
have lain dormant for years, have again 
sprung into life with renewed vigor. In 
none is this so noticeable as in the glass 
trade which, until within a very recent 
date, has been very unremunerative. Now 
the market for this article is reported as 
active and advancing, manufacturers being 
unable, though running night and day, 
to meet the demand for goods. Plate glass 
has been very active, and the burning of 
one of the largest manufactories has served 
to stiffen the price, and a speedy advance 
is looked for, In varnith gums, with the 
single exception of shellac, which is lower, 
there is a very firm market. In other arti- 
cles there isa general upward movement. 
The long looked for advance of the price of 
French zinc has at last been made, and im- 
porters are now quoting 34 of a cent above 
the late prices. American zinc remains in 
the same unsettled condition as our last re- 
port, and with considerable stock in second 
hands there does not appear to be much 
probability of a further advance, at least 
for the present. There are still rumors 
current of a change in the price of whiting, 
but they are, so far as we can learn, with- 
out foundation in fact. The association 
holds its regular meeting on the 27th inst, 
and it is thought hardly probable that 
any change will be made until then. 

The following will show the total im- 
ports of paints for week ending Feb. 9:

Pig lead has been very quiet and the 
tone of the market seems to be slightly 
easier.

White lead, generally, is quiet but there 
are occasional sales made at full association 
rates. There have been two outside lots 
of dry offered during the week but they 
had not been sold up to the close. One 
lot of 20 tons was offered by a western 
concern at 7!5c net but as this price is 
hardly better than the association rates, 
less discounts, itmet with little attention. 
The other lot was 15 tons, but the particu- 
lars were not given. The association prices 
are 814c for lots of 500 Ibs dry, or over, and 
83c for less than 500 Ibs, 9c for 500 lbs and 
over of ground, and 915c fora smaller quan- 
tity. English lead is not offered to arrive 
so far as we can hear and there is very lit- 
tle on the spot. 


American oxide of zinc has not changed 
since our last.

& ract and will have no supply for some 
time, and one with a few thousand bbls on 
hand will sell only for prompt delivery;

One importer, 

who has a lot on the way, refused 1340 for 
it, and from the present outlook it is 

thought that the article will command 21 

inthe near future. In powdered there is 

much the same state of affairs existing as 
inraw. There is, however, more stock, 
but holders are refusing to accept less than 
4%¢c for burnt and 334@4c for raw pow- 
dered. American is in large demand for 
spot delivery, but there is nothing offering, 
manufacturers being under full contract. 

A lot of 25 bbls, burnt powdered, which 

had been held over, was sold during the 

week at 11¢c. In addition there were sales 
of 75 bbls, Brandon, at 1144@1 se. 

Italian sienna has not been so active, but 
a good demand is to be noted, and since 
our last writing there have been sales of 
25 cks, burnt lump on spot, at 4c. and 
15 cks, to arrive, at 5'<¢c. 

Pumice stone is unchanged; the slock is 
quite large and the demand is limited, but 
prices remain very firm. We quote 14@ 
1%c for lots in original casks, 4c for ordi- 
nary selected, and 6@8c for extra selected 
Ground is in moderate demand and stocks 
are small; sales 100 bbls at 214@234c. 

Glues continue in good demand and 
The stock is 
not excessive and is controlled by strong 
holders. We have sales to report of 700 
bbls at 10@16c and 100 bbls at I@I1Ic. 

Window glass--Orders are céming in 
fast, and a much increased business is 
noticed. For future delivery orders are 
not taken, and all former estimates are now 
withdrawn. We note the following ad- 
vance: 

Discount on single 16x 24, 40 & 10 per cent. 
ae above ‘* 50 per cent. 
as double 60 per cent. 

This change is only on French; 
American discounts remain the same. 

Plate glass—There is considerable ex- 
citement in the plate glass business, 
The closing of one of the American manu- 
factories on account of a strike and the 
subsequent burning of the same has created 
a very strong feeling, and large orders are 
now being received in anticipation of much 
higher prices prevailing. This of course 
must occur, as the factory above referred 
to is unable to fill their contracts; buyers 
must look to the few remaining factories or 
buy imported glass. The importers are very 
firm in their figures and report an advance 
as likely to take place at any moment. All 
estimates now made are for immediate de- 
livery and former estimates are withdrawn. 
The outlook for the future is certainly very 
satisfactory, asa large business is antici- 
pated with figures ruling higher than ever 
before. The reported failure of the Ford 
Plate GJass Works, of Jeffersonville, Ind., 
still further strengthens the market for im- 
ported. 

Varnishes—The business seems to be in- 
creasing constantly. Large orders are being 
received from travelers, who report an ac- 
tive enquiry all over the country. It was 
at first rather hard to induce consumers to 
believe that an advance in varnishes should 
occur, and therefore they held off as long 
as possible, while at present they are com- 
pelled to pay a large advance over old fig- 
ures, and in anticipation of a further rise 
are sending in quite large orders, which 
are only filled for immediate delivery. 

Varnish Gums—During the past week 
there has been considerable enquiry for 
gums from melters. Prices are very firm 
and will continue so for some time. We are 
unable to gite quotations,no open offe s be 
ing received. Sales must be clesed at once 


on 


and for future delivery no contract will be 


made by sellers. Shellacs have remained 
weak and depressed since last writing. 
Previous to our last cables were received 
from London advising a decline of 10s in 
that market, and it was rumored that 
forced sales had been made there 20s off. 
This had a weakening effect here, and the 
market declined as we noted in our last. 
Since then there have been offers to sell 
D C at 45c less one per cent, but buyers 
are inclined to hold off, anticipating a still 
further decline. The nominal quotations 
at the close are 46c for D O, 44c for V 8 O, 
43c for diamond I, 41@438e for good natives 
and 4lc for garnet. Round lots could be 
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bought 1 cent less. Cables from Calcutta 
report that stic lac is scarce and dearer, 
and the production of shellae is restricted 
in consequence. 

Liquid Paints.-The past week has shown 
a fair business particularly for this season 
of the year. The weather has been very 
favorable for outside work;which has been 
taken advantage of. Prices are very film 
and will advance with the raw material. 

Painters Brushes are in good denand, 
There is no change to note in prices, 

Putty is in much better demand than ever 
before at this season of the year. There 
seems to be no indication of a decline in 
prices as whiting is firm and tending up- 
ward, while oil is decidedly higher with 
prospects of a further advance. We quote 
in bulk 2c, bladders 3c and cans 3144@ 
Bilge.

The glass works at Kensington, Pa has 
increased its ‘“‘blowers’” wages 10 per cent, 
and those of its ‘‘gatherers” and ‘‘tenders” 
10 to 17 per cent. 


A fire in the Depaw glass works at Louis- 
ville, Ky., Thursday night destroyed the 
pot house, box factory and grinding house 
and alarge store house. The loss is from 
thirty-five to forty thousand dollars, on 
which there is an insurance of $10,000. 
The fire is believed to be the work of an 
incendiary. 


Th. Ford Plate Glass Works of Jeffer- 
sonville, Ind., have failed with liabilities 
$108,000. Itis stated this will bankrupt 
tie stovckholders,and a rumor prevails 
that a new company will be started. This, 
however, is doubted, as the manufac- 
ture of plate glass in this country has not 
heretofore been profitable.

Luminous Paint, 

An exchange describes another new de- 
viee for making buoys conspicuous at night 
is by painting them with luminous paint. 
This paint is prepared by mixing with the 
ordinary materials a sulphate of lime or 
other phosphorescent material. On ex- 
posing the painted surface to daylight, the 
light of burning magnesium or of the 
electric arc, the light 'waves seem to set the 
molceules of the salt into a vibration which 
lasts for several hours. The result is that 
on taking the painted surface into a dark 
place a pale violet light is emitted. It is 
claimed that buoys painted in this way 
would be visible at night. There have been 
several forms of luminous paint described 
lately, for one purpose and another, but 
none of them possess any real practical 
value, the light emitted being too feeble to 
be visible for more than a few yards, and 
we do not imagine that the compound de- 
scribed above would be at all serviceable to 
mariners. 


Features of the Dyestuffs Trade in 
1879. 

A writer in an English exchange, review- 
ing the trade in dyestuffs and the featu.es 
connected therewith during 1879, remarks 
that although the year was not distinguished 
by great discoveries of coloring matters, it 
still remains that very useful work has 
been done by the manufacturers of dye- 
stuffs in introducing some comparatively 
novel articles into use, and recommending 
methods for their employment. One of 
these, for which there bas been a fair de- 
mand, and which has been found very use- 
ful, isa fast blue for printing on calico, 
This color is produced in two shades, viz., 
reddish and greenish, both of which give 
very attractive and fast colors. The shades 
yielded by it are known under several 
names to the trade, and some are printed 
with the aid of acetate of alumina alone. 
Anthracene blue has been recommended 
both for printing and dyeing, but, on ac- 
count of its high price, it does not appear 
to be largely used; besides which Auerbach, 
a great authority on chemical matters con- 
nected with alizarine and derivatives, has 
proved that the colors obtained with an- 
thracene blue are not fast, especially to- 
wards light. An anthracene violet has also 
been introduced into the market for use in 
calico printing. With regard to alizarine, 
attention has lately been drawn to the im- 
portant point that, as this dyestuff when in 
the dry state can be dissolved like indigo 


in strong sulphuric acid, 1t is by no means 
improbable that alizarine will in future be 
delivered to consumers in the dry, as pow- 
der, instead of the paste now generally 
used. With the dry substance the intention 
is to dissolve the color in strong sulphuric 
acid, then precipitate it by adding water 
after which it is filtered, washed, and used’ 

The eosines continue to be employed in 
fair quantity, especially for dyeing fancy 
articles, for tinting paper, and for adver- 
tisement placards. These coloring mat- 
ters, especially the blue, have been in 
great favor; but it is to be greatly regretted 
that these beautiful dyes are so fugitive te- 
wards light, evidence of which is conspic- 
uously displayed on every hoarding. 

Scarlets for wool and cotton have been 
produced in large quantities. They are 
variously described, but are mostly naph- 
thol derivatives, and are very valuable 
agents, not only for wool and cotton, but 
silk also. It is unfortunate that these scar- 
lets, which give such fast and beautiful 
shades on wool that they rival and even 
surpass those from cochineal, do not yield 
fast colors on cotton, either in dyeing or 
printing, and it is the more a matter for re- 
gret because on cotton they are so brilliant 
and attractive. For dyeing woollen piece 
the new scarlets have not come much into 
vogue on account of the difficulty in ob- 
taining even shades with them; it is, how- 
ever, reported that in many of the flannel 
works in Germany these new dyestuffs have 
completely replaced cochineal, which 
points to the fact that this difficulty has 
been surmounted; indeed, it is very proba- 
ble that if the piece is perfectly clean, and 
the process carefully followed, a good re- 
sult will always be obtained. 


Indigo still remains in unaisputed pos- 
session of the field as the dyestuff for pro- 
ducing the well-known shades usually de- 
rived from it. The indigo substitutes, 
which are certainly suitabl@ for some par- 
ticular purposes, cannot be said to replace 
it, and altogether there is no coloring mat- 
ter that can be called its equal. The old 
copperas process is still in use, but the im- 
proved vats, with so-called composition 
find great favor with many dyers. 

For yellow and orange colors the so- 
called azo compounds meet with a fair de- 
mand, and are found very useful, if not 
valuable, for combination colors; they are 
fast against light, and their easy manipula- 
tion ought to recommend them more to the 
attention of woolen dyers. As an illustra- 
tion of the facility with which they may be 
worked, we may instance the production 
of maroon shades, which it is weil known 
rely on the proper proportions of yellow, 

ed, and blue, for which, in the old meth- 
od of obtaing these colors, fustic, turmeric, 
archil, or sandalwood, and logwood are the 
dyestuffs taken. With the new dyes all 
that is necessary is a preparation with bi- 
chrome, the goods being boiled for two 


s Big Seas 
hours, and then dyed the next morning. 
If, therefore, we consider the saving in 
labor, steam and time by dyeing these ma- 
roons with the artificial coloring matters, 
it will be very evident that the latter will 
have the advantage, especially on a large 
scale of operations. As the yellow ele- 
ment in the shades the fast yellow intro- 
duced into the market during the course of 
last year may be taken, or according to the 
tone required, an orange may be used; for 
the red element rocceline may be em- 
ployed, and for the blue, carmine of indi: 
go,.or induline. The dyeing would re- 
quire only an hour,’and the bath should be 
prepared with the colors, sulphuric acid, 
and glaubersalt. 

For orange on cotton, chrysoidine can be 
well recommended, and is, in fact, used by 
several dyers, the cotton yarn being mor- 
danted with sumac and tin. Nothing of 
importance has occurred during the year 
in relation to magenta and the violets, un- 
less it be that there is a market for the 
sulpho-derivatives of these colors, known 
as acid magenta and acid violet. These 
have the great advantage of being able to 
dye wool in a bath acidulated with sulphu- 
ric acid, and therefore are capable of being 
combined with other acid colors, and in 
producing a great variety of shades. Of 
other colors that can be called new may be 
mentioned cardinal, now so fashionable for 
ladies, and which is dyed on silk by the 
aid of a soap bath, slightly acidulated with 
sulphuric acid, or on wool in a_warm 
bath with the coloring matter alone or with 
glaubersalt. Maroon for wool and cotton, 
silver grey, cachou de laval, and other col- 


oring matters, are of great value for some 
purposes. For aniline black for dyeing 
cotton several methods have been recom- 
mended, some of which give satisfaction to 
the dyers who employ them; some, how- 
ever, although producing a good black, 
tender the fibre, and on this very import- 
— question a great deal remains to be 
sai

TUESDAY EvE., Feb. 10, 1880. 

There has been rather more enquiry for 
the heavy chemicals, and some transactions 
are reported. No great activity is noted, 
however, as buyers continue to hold off, 
though offers are beginning to be made 
for parcels. These are somewhat below 
dealers’ views and but few of these have 
been filled. Prices are unchanged and the 
feeling is weak except in caustic which is 
looking up, and there are orders in market 
for some good sized parcels, and the 
market is better. We have no further ad- 
vices from abroad, of special interest, the 
market still ruling firm at previous rates. 
Freight rates are said to bein an unsettled 
condition and higher figures are expected. 
This makes manufacturers uncertain as to 
futures, with some declining to sell for for- 
ward delivery. 

Carbonated ash has not changed in price 
and the business is increasing; 2 1-l6c is 
now the lowest figure that is quoted, and 
this by one dealer, the general figures be- 
ing 21¢@2 3-16c, while in a small way from 
store 2\4c is being paid. The sales are 700 
tons at 2 1-16@21lgc. High test has been 
taken to a fair extent and we are reported 
sales of 450 tons in lots at 2 1-16@2'4¢ as to 
quantity, but there are some brands which 
can be had at the close for 2 05c in a round 
way. Newcastle ash is selling fairly and 
we hear of 150 tons at 1 74@2c. A parcel of 
20 tons Kurtz was sold to-day at 2 35c and 
214c is offered all over the year for this 
brand. 

Caustic ash is in fair request ana the 
market is steady as to price. There is 
nothing offering at the moment under 2c 

and this will not be accepted for all brands 
21-16c being the figure. We hear of sales 
of 200 tons at 2 1-16c and a few parcels%at 
2c. High test is not in very large demand 
and the price is rather easier; most holders 
are still quoting 2 1-16@21¢c, but there are 
prime goods which can be had aé 2c though 
we hear of no sales at this figure, and for 
the parcels placed, 200 tons, 2 1-16c was the 
price paid. 

Alkali is in moderate request, and some 
transactions are reported, in all 75 tons, for 
which 1 80c was paid, and 1 80@1%c are 
the figures. Refined is unchanged, and 
can be had at 244@23¢ce. 

Caustic soda is still tending upward, and 
the market is looking better. Imports con- 
tinue light and the stock is well controlled. 
There were sales, following our last, of 250 
dms at 3 95c, but this will not be accepted 
now, and 4 05c is the lowest quotation that 
we hear, while up to 41-16c is asked by 
some dealers. The sales are 400 dms at 4@ 
41-16c. High test has been more enquired 
for, and the price has been advanced for 
most brands to 334c, though one dealer is 
still quoting 370c for a lot. We hear of 
sales to the extent of 600 dms at 3 70@3 80 
and 100 dms at 3 80c, and there are orders 
in market for further parcels but they have 
not been filled as yet, 334 being refused 
for 1000 dms. Seventy-six per cent 
is in light demand and prices are steady. 

Sal soda has not been taken to any ex- 
tent, and the feeling seems to be a shade 
easier. For most of the parcels offering 
1Y%c is the general figure, but there are 
some lots which can be had at 1 22%e, 
though the sales reported, 200 tons, were 
made at 1/4c and 200 tons to arrive at 130 
For parcels from store 1 30c was paid for 
30 tons. 

Bleach has not been so active since the 
large sales recently made, but the demand 
has been fair with firm figures ruling. 
There are no lots to be had at the close be- 
low 1 90¢c, this price being accepted for 200 
cks, while up to 2c is quoted as to quantity.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 10, 1880. 
Chemicals have been in light demand since 
our last, and there are few transactions of 
any moment to record. Advices from 
abroad continue to report an active market 
at advancing figures, still the trade has not 
been stimulated much here. We cannot 
learn of any pressure to sell, and offers 
slightly under asking figures have been re- 
jected. Stocks are very light and importers 
prefer to store rather than se!l at less than 
goods can be replaced at.

Dyes of the Rosaniline Group. 
Benza'dehyde green is obtained 
fom the leue:-base (prepared from 
bitter almond o'l) by treating the di- 
lute sul pburie acid solution with man- 
gan«s dioxide. It may be purified by 
means of the zinco-chloride. which is 
very difficul'ly soluble in cold water, 
and in the pure state crystallizes in 
brilliant green plates. On addition of 
ammonia the free base is obtained 
from this compound in flocks, which 
crystalizes from alcohol in aggregates 
of colorless prisms. An analysis of the 
picrate gave 62°01C and 5 05H, agree- 
ing very nearly with that of the cor- 
responding compound of malachite 
green by Doebner. Like the latter, 
it erystallizes from hot benzine i 
golden needles, The other salts of the 
base likewise resemble those of mala- 
chite green The reduction products 
of the two dyestuffs also agree in melt- 
ing point and erystallioe form. ‘The 
two are therefore probably identical. 
A third dyestuff,. which appears to 
be identical with the other two, is-ob- 
tained by the action of benzoic chlo- 
ride on dimethylaniline in presence of 
zine chloride. Another product (m 
p. 33 deg ) of this reaction is identical 
with that obtained by O. Fisher (Ber. 
10, 958) from benzvie acid, dimethyl- 
aniline, and phosphorus pentoxide. 
Benzaldehyde green on reduction 
with zine and hydrochloric acid yield 
a leuco base, which crystallizes from 
alcohol iu silky needles (m. p. 102 deg ) 
and is identical with the leuco base 
(m. p 101 deg) obtained by Doebner 
from malachite green, and also with 
tetramethyldiamido trphenylmethane 
This leuco base exists in 3 isomeric 
modifications, one of which crystal- 
lizes in monoclinic or triclinic needles, 
(m. p. 102°) another in triclinic syste- 
matic plates (m. p. 93°), and the third 
in fine radia! sphoerocrystals of still 
ower melting point. Crystals of all- 
three modifications may be obtained 
if the fused substance is allowed to 
solidify slowly at 70-802. 
Paraintrobenzal dehyde green is ob- 
tained by acting ona wixture of 1 
mol. paraintrobenzoie chloride and 2 
mols dimethplaniline with 1 mol, of 
zipe chloride, It crystallizes from hot 
alcohol in fine golden-yellow prisms 
Analys's gave 71'1 C. and 6'8 H , agree- 
ing nearly with the formula C22HN3 
Og plus C2 He O. ‘The presence of al- 
cohol of crystallization was, however, 
not directly proved. ‘Tne compound 
is probably an ethyl-ether, analogous 
to rosaniline hydrate. It dissolves in 
dilute mineral acids with green color, 
which is turned dark yellow by strong 
acids. In acetic acid solution it dyes 
silk and wool a beautiful green. The 
picrate consists of fine microscopic 
needles, which are very difficultly so!- 
uble in benzene, but more easily solu- 
ble in hot alcohol. It differs from 
the corresponding compound of ben- 
zaldehyde green in its smaller solu- 
bility, in the yellow color of the free 
base, and its lower basicidity. On re- 
duction with zinc-dust in acidified al- 
coholic solution the green color 
changes first to blue-violet and then 
to red-violet. The substance thus 
produced dyes wool and silk like the 
violet derivative of rosaniline. Oo 
further reduction a leuco-base is ob- 
ed, which on oxidation is reconverted 
into the violet. ‘'he base is probably 
a methylated lencaniline, the trans- 
formation of the green nitro-compound 
into the violet being quite analogous 
to the formation of rosaniline from

Opium. 


Opium has not been very active during 
the week and there is an easier feeling to 
prices. The principal dealers are quoting 
$5 25@5.3714, but these figures are above 
the market and ¢5.12's would readily ob- 
tain a parcel of old, and $5.25 for new. 
To-day we hear that a lot in the hands of 
an outside party could be obtained as low 
as $5.06!4 but we can not vouch for the re- 
port. There were some transactions reported 
yesterday of 68 cs which have been taken 
off the market, but could not get price. 
The speculative demand has been filled up 
and the lots now being taken are small 
and for present warts, but buyers are not 
willing to take around lot at present prices. 
Under date of Smyrna, Jan. 16, R. Barker 
Suys : 

During the past fortnight our opium 
market has been much more active, and 
the sales in all amount to two hundred 
baskets of all qualities for America and 
China. These sales and the intense cold 
that has prevailed since Christmas, has had 
the effect of enhancing the value of this 
drug which was very dull and quiet at 
P 143 for Karahissar, and P 140 for current 
qualities. To-day, however, sellers have 
vefused P 145 for Karahissar and P 142 for 
current per cheque equal to 16s. for the 
former and 15s. 9d. for the latter, f. o. b. 
It is possible that the reports received from 
the interior respecting the great damage 
occasioned to the poppy plants by the late 
severe frosts may be exaggerated, but there 
is no doubt that the young plantations have 
greatly suffered in many localities, and 
must be resown when the weather permits. 
There is also another great cause for anxie- 
ty on the part of the farmers, which is the 
continued drought, as since the commence- 
ment of the autumn we have only had, 
until now, three or four days’ rain, whereas 
in ordinary seasons, we have, generally, a 
month’s wet weather before Christmas. 
We may have late rains this séason, but, if 
not, not only the opium crop but all other 
crops will be very small this season. 

Morphine has become quiet again, all 
the orders in market having been filled. 
There is scarcely any enquiry at the 
moment, and $4.15 will readily obtain a 
parcel, and we hear that outside holders 
would accept a lower figure.

Notes from the Western Wholesale Drug 


Association’s Report. 


From the report of the proceedings of the 
Western Wholesale Drug Association’s con- 


vention at Milwaukee, we extract the fol- 


lowing notes, relative to the several inter- 
In 


ests represented by that organization. 
his report upon the drug market, Mr. C. 
F. G. Meyer, chairman of the committee, 


alluded to the revival of business activity 
in the following language: ‘‘Articles per- 
taining to the drug business, in which you 
are specially interested,°did not feel the in- 
fluence of the times until. about the second 
week in October, when the ball was set in 


motion. White lead, window glass and 


mercury led the van, and soon the tide as- 
sumed enormous proportions and things 
While no other business 


went ‘“‘booming.” 
is subjected to such extreme and violent 
fluctuations in prices as the drug business, 
yet we cannot readily adjust our minds to 
the fact that goods should depreciate to 
such an extent in soshort a time. Who 
can realize the fact that only a year ago 
American saffron sold in New York by the 
quantity at $7.50 per lb.,and only five 
years ago mercury was worth four times its 
present price. We have seen balsam co- 
paiva down to 28 cents, tonka beans at 35 
cents, cloves and gum kino at 8 cents, und 
castor oil at 40 cents per lb., rosin $50 per 
bbi. and $1.25 per lb. These few cases 
verify the assertion that we are engaged in 
a business where extreme fluctuations are 
not uncommon. 

A fact has transpired during the year 
under review which you will doubtless ex- 
pect me to allude to. I mean abolition of 
the duty on sulphate quinia. This article 
of late paid a duty of 20 per cent ad valo- 
rem, which gave the manufacturers of this 
article in the United States a monopoly, as 
most barks are admitted free; like all mo- 
nopolies, it had its opponents, and the mat- 
ter was agitated until the duty was taken 
off * * * * Whatever may be the 
opinion as to the protection of American 
manufacturers of quinine, by an import 
duty, it is a fallacious theory to assert that 
the consumer will be benefitted thereby, as 
the apothecary who dispenses the article in 
10, 20 and 30 gr. portions will not vary his 
scale of charges, whether he pays $3 00 or 
$3 50 per oz. . 

Another article of great importance to the 
drug trade is opium and its alkaloid, mor- 
phine, both of which have ruled quite low 
in price during the past few years, as there
